CREEL ALSO NAMED

‘Ambassador Says U. S. 
‘Agents’ Co-operated With 
Lenine’s Officials in Ap- 
pealing for Revolution.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—"Offi- 
cials of the United States’’ co-oper- 
ated actively with the Russian 
Soviet Government in conducting 
propaganda designed to undermine 
the Imperial German Government, 
Ludwig C. A. K. Martens, represen- 
tative of Soviet Russia in this coun- 
try, declared today before the Sen- 
ate Investigating Committee. In re- 
sponse to questions of Chairman 
Moses, Martens named Raymond 
Robins, formerly of the Red Cross 
organization in Russia, and “agents” 
of the Committee on Public Infor- 
mation. 

“At a time when a branch of ‘the 
United States Government during 
1918 was preparing the issuance of 
alleged documents on the basis of 
which it was implied that officials 
of the Soviet Government were paid 
agents of the Imperial German Gov- 
ernment,’ Martens:said, “my Gov- 
ernment was actively co-operating 
with agents of that branch of the 
United States Government in Soviet 
Russia in circulating among tne 
German army appeals to overthrow 
the Government.’ 

“Mr. Creel’s Bureau of Public In- 
formation,” Martens said, was the 
Government branch, and the ‘“‘so- 
called Sisson documents” was the 
propaganda under preparation. 

Robins to Be Called to Testify. 

Former Senator Hardwick of 
Georgia, counsel for Martens, gave 
notice that Robins would be called 
to testify regarding the assertions of 
the Soviet representative. 

“So Creel was working with you 
on ene hand, and attacking you on 
the other,’ said Senator Moses.

All propaganda urging revolution 
sent out by the Soviet Government, 
Martens said, was a “measure of de- 
fense and reprisal against powers 
openly and actively hostile to the 
Soviet Republic.” He added that

Found Americans Guilty. 
'Oartens said that in 1918, when

of plotting on Russian soil for th» 
disruption of the Russian Govern- 
ment.”

“Mr. Poole is now head of the 
Russian Bureau ‘of the State Depar:- 
ment,” Senator Moses observed.

Ac- 
cordingly, the pelts from which 
these are made have greatly in- 
creased in price.

She has § been 
wearjng a long fur coat this winter, 
and now she is confronted with the 
style ultimatum that she prepare to 
don a tailored suit in the spring, 
when, as all men know, a woman’s 
spring in the matter of clothing, usu- 
ally starts before the last snow flies.

French Official View.

Maintains His Attitude. 

Baron von Lersner told the Asso- 
ciated Press his decision was in line 
with the attitude he had maintained 
throughout. regarding the question 
of extradition. He declared he had 
held that no German officials could 
be instrumental in carrying out the 
extradition clauses of the treaty, and 
consequently the matter having come 
up In a definite finar rorm, there was 
nothing left for him to do but to re- 
sign and go home. 

Immediately after receiving the 
list last night, Baron von Lersner ad- 
dressed the following letter to Pre- 
mier Millerand: 

“Your excellency has transmitted 
to me a note containing the names 
of Germans whose extradition is de- 
manded by the allied Powers. In 
the course of the last three months

“I have made it known fo .my 
Government that I cannot remain in 
office and that I shall leave Paris 
by the next train.

Zone” and “Bound East From Car- | 
diff,” asserted itself unmistakably | 
yesterday afternoon in the first work 
of full length from his pen to reach 
the stage. “Beyond the Horizon,” | 
which John D. Williams produced at 
'the Morosco Theater with what, un-, 
‘der the circumstances, was an unus- 
ually good cast, may be set down at 
once as this season’s most notable 
play of serious theme and purpose 
by an American author, This is not, 
however, to say that its future is al- 
together secure. Its almost impen- 
-etrable gloom may deny it the pop- | 
‘ular attention’ that it richly deserves, 
for it is purely tragic in its mood, 


cruel in its story, and consequently | 


oppressive in the heavy atmosphere 
of woe in which it is enveloped. But 
if the intelligent theater public take 
advantage of the opportunities that 
our stage some times offers it, “Be- 
‘yond the Horizon” will not suffer ; 
from neglect. However, one thing’ 
it surely achieved at its first per- 
formance yesterday afternoon—it 
placed Mr. O'Neill securely among 
from whom great things may be 
‘confidently e: pected in the future.

At the outset cir- 
cumstances have formed the right 
combination: for these brothers. One 
is to remain at home and carry on 
the work of the farm on which he 
has been reared; the other is to rove 
in his seafaring uncle's ship, beyond | 
the horizon into the limitless, indef- 
;inite world of his dreams. 
Both Love Same Girl. 
Then circumstances change. . Bota | 
have loved the same girl, the daugh- | 
ter of a neighbor, but each has be- 
lieved that she is in love with the 
other. Their mistake is found out 
on the eve of Robert's departure into 
the wider world for which he longs. | 
Now Robert’s discovery that it is/ 
he whom Ruth loves, suddenly 
changes his plans. It is he who will 
remain at home and devote himself 
to the life for which, by nature, he, 
is unsuited; it is Andrew who, in the 
concealed bitterness of his disap- 
pointment, will seck relief by roam- 
ing afar. 7 
The remainder of the play is the 
inexorable tragedy of these two mis- | 
directed and misspent lives. To in- | 
tensify the ironies with which Mr. 
O’Neill loads his drama, Ruth makes | 
the discovery when it is too late that | 
she has made a mistake—that it was 
indeed to Andrew, now lost to her, 
that her mean and matter-of-fact 
nature was the better suited. From 
, this point the story pyramids misery 
/upon misery, disaster upon disaster. 
Two more acts, each in two scenes, 
illustrate by gradations the depth 
of poverty and despair to which the 
ill-mated and unpractical Robert and 
Ruth descend, and meanwhile the | 
successful Andrew becomes the” vic- | 
tim of his own prosperity. One by 
one the characters die until, in the 
end, Andrew and Ruth are left 
standing together in the midst of the 
_pitiable havoc of their lives. | 
| Play Unrelentiess to End. 
| Much of the power of this tragedy 
-lies in the psychological—almosi | 
pathological—studies of the natures 
of its characters. Mr. O’Neill makes 
no concessions to the prejudices of 
the crowd. The few shafts of hu- | 
ynor which force their way through | 
the gloom of his drama are barked | 
with the bitterest of ironies. The 
author remains unrelentless to the 
very end. In this respect “Beyond 
the Horizon” resembles that other 
fine tragedy of human lives, “John 
_ Ferguson,” in its steadfastness of 
purpose. It has also the literary | 
purity of this other notable work. 
The performers in this splendid. 
play at the Morosco are all deserving 
of detailed comment which lack of 
space now denies to them. There | 
was graphic, deeply studied. and | 
finely felt acting by Richard Ben- | 
jnett and Edward Arnold as the two. 
brothers, and by Helen Mackeliar as | 
the wife. In the role of Ruth's nag- | 
ging old invalid mother, Louise Clos- | 
ser Hale gave a remarkably true and | 
_interesting performance. There were 
also Max Mitzel, Erville Alderson and 
| Mary Jeffery, who in other charac- 
ters admirably fulfilled the author’s 
intention. One of the scenes might 
have been better staged and a quick- 
er tempo in the acting would have 
greatly benefited the géneral per- 
formance. Nevertheless the produc- 
tion of this play at the Morosco was!

ln appearance the two artists pre- 
sented as marked a contrast as their 
styles of playing. Kugene Y¥saye, 
who is past 60, is tall and of great 
dignity and impressiveness in bear 
ing. Elman, on the other hand, is 
of another and more recent g£en- 
eration, and is a full twelve inches 
shorter in stature than the Belgian. 
' There was the most complete entente 
between them. however, and an ap- 
‘parent thorough appreciation bv each 
of the qualities of the other 

Technique of Both Faultless. 

In the detail of tone production 
the younger master possesses abili- 
lies somewhat superior to Ysaye. His 
music is distinguished by that sing- 
ing, intense quality. which is a char- 
acteristic of so many of the young 
virtuosi from the Auer studio. On 
the other hand, Ysaye is unapproack- 
able in the beauty of his interpreta- 
tion and mature understanding. The 
technique of both is clean, clear and 
faultless, and permitted of as facile 
handling of the difficult tasks set bv 
Bach, Mozart and ~Moszkowski-- as 
though these tasks had been the most 
elemental exercises 

The recital opened with Mozart's 
Concertante D major, all three move- 
ments of which were given. The al- 
legro con spirito was distinguished 
by crispness of motion, and astound- 
ing exactitude in attack, while in the 
andante the duo candenza. an almost 
unique part in literature for the vio- 
lin, was marked by the brilliance of 
its performance. Appealing tonal 
beauties were disclosed in the alle- 
gro. Rounds of applause greeted this 
work. and the performers 
were called out a half dozen fimes to 
bow their acknowledgments.

minor, one of the most engaging. 


works of that composer of pure mu- 
Sic, The style is severely classic, 
and in hands less skillful than those 
of its performers last night it could 
easily sustain and cause suffering. 
In this instance, however, the issue 
eould hardly have been improved 
upon, the three movements issuing 
with the smoothness and freshness 
oft a clear stream. ‘The largo, espe- 
cially, was played with indescribable 
charm. Not satisfied with bows of 
acknowledgment, the audience in- 
sisted on an encore, which came in 
the form of Paganini'’s Allegro Gra- 
cioso. 
Riot of Rapid Motion. 

Still further marvels of violinism 
were developed in Melique’s Concer- 
tante F major and Maurice Mos 
kowski's remarkable Suite for two 
violins, . (Op. 71). The first move- 
ment of the latter, allegro energico, 
formed one of the real high lights 
of the concert... The final molto  vi- 
vace, Was a riot of rapid motion, in 
which the two performers appeared 
in a mad contest to first reach the 
closing bar. 

The audience was hardly of a size 
to justifv hiring such a large audi- 
torium as the Coliseum, but it was 
unusually enthusiastic, and made up 
almost entirely of the typical music 
talent of the city. Incidentally last 
night’s recital showed to a demon- 
stration that the Colisetim is not the 
place for chamber music. Even the 
great tones of the master violinists 
were lost in the distant rafters, gir- 
ders, supports and beams. Immedi- 
ately following the first number, that 
part of the audience in the extreme 
end of the hall, surged toward the 
platform, being unable to hear at all 
in its former position.

Ze the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your editorial on prohibition, and the 
further communication referring to a 
statement by Judge Walter B. Douglass, 
wherein he quotes Art. 2, Sec. 3 and Art. 
4, Sec. 15 of the Constitution of Missouri, 
were both read with interest by the 
writer hereof. 

Examining further into this question 
and quoting from the United States Con- 
stitution, we find the following under 
Amendments: 

“Art. 9. Rights retained by the people 
—The enumeration in the Constitution of 
certain rights shall not be construed to 
deny or disparage others retained by the 


people.” 

Also, “Art. 10. Powers reserved to the 
State or People—The powers not dele- 
gated to the United States by the Con- 
stitution, nor prohibited by it to the 
States are reserved to the States or the 


people.” 

_ In my opinion, the last named articles, 
‘8 and 10 of the United States Constitu- 
tion upholds said Art. 2, Sec. 3 and Art. 
4, Sec. 15 of Missouri. These reserva- 
tions are also upheld by court decisions. 

This Sec. 3 provides that ‘Missouri 
is a free and independent State” and 
“Bubject only to the Constitution of the 
United States” and that this is ‘“‘Neces- 
sary to an indestructible Union” and the 
“Legislature is not authorized to adopt 
nor will the people of the State ever 
assent to any amendment or change of 
- the United States Constitution. 

Now under this wording how can our 
Legislature approve any change in tho 
Constitution of the United States? 

It reads: The people will never assent 
to any change and the Legislature is not 
authorized to adopt any change. 

Therefore, in my opinion, the Legisla- 
ture is estopped, and the people only, of 
our State, can vote such change thereby 
giving their assent thereto. 

Now what has happened? Our Legis- 
lature set aside the will of the people 
who voted on this proposition three 
times, (the last showing a vote against 
it of from 75,000 to 80,000) these votes 
being the only mode py which any 
change could be made, as provided in the 
State Constitution. 

Missouri therefore, in my opinion, has 
not ratified prohibition, and there are 
other States whose people feel the same 


This question is apparently not settled, 
and in my opinion, will not be until sub- 
mitted to a popular vote of all the States. 
As now existing it creates unrest and 
does not uphold the grand Constitution 
of our Republic. It is far reaching. 

Furthermore, what of our absent citi- 
gen coldiers, numbering about 2,500,000 
who fought for this Constitution and its 
teachings, and were not given a voice in 
so important a matter? Why were their 
rights ignored? They are all in the prime 
of life and are the future business men 
of our Republic. 

In conclusion, I think a popular vote 
should be submitted. The rights of the 
people should be upheld. The foundation 
of our Government rests on such right. 

The result would, for all time, settle 
the question. Loyal citizens could not 
object to the verdict. The people would 
then settle down to their dally tasks as is 
the case when an exciting presidential 
election is held and decided by that pro- 
tection of the masses—the ballot—which 
has never gone wrong on important 
questions.

FOR GREATER ST. LOUIS. 

President Aloe’s excellent speech advocating the im- 
provement of the North Twelfth street highway in 
accordance with the plans of the City Plan Commis- 
sion should be applied to other projected improve- 
ments, and particularly to the completion of plans 
already adopted. After his speech and the speeches 
of Aldermen Hart and Schrantz in support of the 
improvement bill, the measure was adopted by a 
unanimous vote. 
We congratulate and commend the board on the 
adoption of this improvement and on the spirit which 
moved it to support the measure. : 
St. Louis must go ahead as Mr. Aloe said. We 
must offer facilities for new industries, for the ex- 
pansion of industrial and commercial St. Louis; we 
must have additional adequate thoroughfares to all 
parts of the city to accommodate growing traffic. 
We must make way for growth and progress in all 
directions by supplying rail and traffic way facili- 
ties, by increasing playgrounds and park space, by 
promoting health, comfort, education, recreation and 


Let us not forget urban transportation. As a city 
may be choked in vehicle traffic, so it may be choked 
in street car transportation. A city cannot grow 
beyond a fixed limit without rapid transit to all 
parts of the city and suburbs. The population that 
makes Greater St. Louis cannot reside within the 
limits of St. Louis. It must go beyond the limits 
in all directions—west, north, south and east. All 
of it is within the boundaries of the St. Louis indus- 
trial district and is part of Greater St. Louis. 

Yet inadequate and slow transportation inevitably 
checks this growth. Residence in the far west or 
north or south of those who work downtown or in dis- 
tant industries is almost prohibitory. The immense 
population of the East Side, which should have its 
business, shopping and amusement center in &t. 
Louis, is practically cut off from St. Louis. In dis- 
tance as far from St. Louis as Grand avenue or 
King’s highway, in transportation facilities it is be- 
yond reach. No trolley cars except those of the 
McKinley line north run across the bridges into 
St. Louis. 

St. Louis has been asleep on the transportation 
question. We must awake. We must open the city 
on all sides and permit it to grow. Rapid urban and 
suburban transportation in all directions is the one 
thing needful to build the Greater St. Louis of our 


hopes. . 


An effort will be made, at the next session of Con- 
gress, to do something which will lighten the bur- 
den of the man with a large family of children—so 
far as his income tax is concerned. 

Under the present law an exemption of $200 is| 
allowed for each child under 18 years. It is contended 
that this sum does not represent what it costs sad 
house, clothe and feed him. A married couple, with 
no offspring, can manage to live in a single room if 
they prefer. When there are four, five or six chil- 
dren, or more, a very large apartment, or preferably 
a house, is an actual necessity. The total exemptions 
for all the children are at once absorbed in the in- 
creased rent the father must pay—or, if not all, a 
large proportion of the exemption. In addition to 
the increased rent are the items for food and clothes, 
the doctor, the dentist and all the other sources of 
expense which children mean. 

Another defect is the stoppage of exemption at the 
age of 18. If the minor is then self-supporting, or 
nearly so, the rule is justifiable, but suppose he is 
entering college or has not yet even finished the high 
school course? Here the law serves directly to dis- 
courage higher education—and that, certainly, is 
against the best public policy. 

Those who seek a higher exemption for children 
can make out a very good case while prices for ne- 
cessities are as high as they are today.- They were 
very much less when the or’zinal income tax law 
was drafted. 
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. FREIGHT RATES AND H. C. Lh. 

The statement of organized labor leaders, headed 
by Samuel Gompers, that the return of the railroads 
to private operation, with the accompanying advance 
in freight rates, would increase the cost of living 
$4,000,000,000 a year is challenged by President Krutt- 
schnitt of the Southern Pacific, who declares that 
such statements, and others of similar purport, are 
“unfounded on facts.” 

Mr. Kruttschnitt presents interesting figures in 
support of his position. He shows that the commod- 
ity value of freight per ton in 1919 was $119, as against 
$56 in 1914, while freight charges per ton last year 
were $2.80, as against $2 five years ago. How, then, 
are we going to account for the increase in commod- 
ity value of $63 a ton, while the increases in freight 
charges has been only 80 cents a ton? It cannot be 
blamed on freight rates, Mr. Kruttschnitt claims, and 
his figures certainly bear out that claim. 

Granting the Kruttschnitt figures to be correct, 
his conclusion is faulty. Another railroad man, Di- 
rector-General Hines, has said that any increase in 
freight rates is trebled or quadrupled by the time 
the goods reach the consumer. It was on Mr. Hines’ 
statement that Mr. Gompers and his associates based 


; pointee in the list of available St. Louis women who 


with an admittedly necessary Increase in freight 
rates of from 25 to 40 per cent. An increase of 80 
cents a ton in freight charges, as shown by the 
Kruttschnitt figures, means, in point of fact, an in- 
crease of $2.40 to the consumer. And if present 
rates of $2.80 a ton are increased 25 per cent, or 70 
cents, the real increase to the consumer will be three 
times that, or $2.10; or an advance of $4.50 over that 
of 1914. 

Even so, the freight rate would not be the chief 
culprit in the cost of living. The advance in com- 
modity value since 1914 is $63 a ton, of which only 
$2.40 can be charged to present freight rates, or $4.50 
with the increase required by private operation. 
Therg remains, therefore, a margin of $58.50 in the 
per ton commodity value of freight since 1914 to be 
accounted for. It is a subject that should engage 
the energy of the Department of Justice and the 
most serious consideration of Congress. 
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With fur sales going on at the rate of $10,000 a min- 
ute here in St. Louis the prospect for any reduction 
in the cost of high living appears rather dim. 
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A WOMAN FOR THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

The movement of leading women of St. Louis to 
obtain the appointment of a woman on the School 
Board as successor to the late Dr. Grant is not only 
justifiable but commendable. The value of women 
on school boards and other bodies charged with the 
direction and management of educational institu- 
tions is generally recognized. Many communities, 
before the adoption of full equal suffrage, recognized 
the wisdom of admitting women to the vote on 
school elections and questions and to membership on 
school boards. In this matter St. Louis is behind the 
procession anu ought to catch up. 
One reason for the value of women in school man- 


training, the moral welfare and the physical and 
mental development of children. In all these con- 
cerns which affect the rising ge~eration their judg- 
ment and influence are excellent. Most of the teach- 
ers are women and it is wise to have women in the 
management.

We do not believe this year’s increase is adequate, 
but we believe that the board, with its inadequate 
revenue, has gone as far as good judgment permits 
in meeting the just demands of the teachers and the 
expectation of the public in voting the tax increase. 
It is, at least, a very serious question which should 
be determined not in the heat of conflict, but in calm 
deliberation. 

In view of the facts and the attitude of the board 
we do not think it would be wise or in accord with 
the spirit of public service for the teachers to press 
an unqualified demand for all they have asked. The 
question of pay is grave and bears heavily on the 
necessity of having efficient forces in the public 
schools, but it is not a question justifying anything 
in the nature of a strike or a bitter agitation which 
might demoralize the school work. The question of 
the best the board can do is a question for judicious 
determination, in view of the possibility of crippling 
the public school system in any event. All parties 
concerned should view it from this standpoint. As 
an advocate of adequate pay for teachers the Post- 
Dispatch holds that in the present emergency there 
should be a reasonable compromise of interests in 
the public’s interest.

6S: many alarms are being sounded that 
one scarcely knows what to think about 
-t such a time as this,’’ Mr. Antwine said. 

“For instance, -there is the alarm with re- 
spect to our solidarity as a nation. A writer 
in one of our heftier quarterlies says we are 
anything but a homogeneous people, and sets 
out to prove that the bond by which we are 
held together is as a matter of fact slight. 

“Thus, almost no section of the country sym- 
pathizes with any other section. Each has its 
problem, but that is not the concern of any 
other. There is also an entire lack of sym- 
pathy between country people and city people, 
as there is no love lost between any metropolis 
and its state. 

“We are advised to get better acquainted 
witk one another and not to stay home so 
much. That it is posstble for us. to become 
one people was proven during the war, in the 
white heat of which we were thoroughly fused. 
Some great common cause of the sort is needed 
to keep us welded together—and so on hope- 
fully, suggesting this thing and that. 

“I must tell you how I feel about this: I am 
not alarmed by any of the respects in which 
the various parts of the country are dissimilar. 
I am more alarmed by the tendency to believe 
that dissimilarity to a degree is not the most 
wholesome thing that can happen us. It 
frightens me to think of our present bent, 
which is to recast us all with the same mold. I 
think we are rather a remarkable big family. 
That we are a family is proven by the fact 
that we can plague one anotRer as we do. 
There is nothing more characteristic of family 
ties. Who takes it seriously that we plague 
New England, that the rest of the country is a 
joke in New York, or that out West the people 
of the East are termed ‘dudes?’ I don’t. It 
has been one of the fine things about us, just 
as raillery of one another is said to have been 
one of the fine things about the French army, 
which bore the brunt of the war. 

“We ought to see more of each other: not 
because it would make us a more cohesive 

eople, but because we enjoy it. The automo- 
bile is taking care of that pretty fast. Great 
national highways would help immensely to 
get us about and mix with one another: but we 
must not forget that it is a free and untram- 
meled press that does most to make us a co- 
hesive community, whether we ever see one an- 
other or not.
